"U.S.A. Most Absolute Mon- 
archy in Civilized World" 

Any of those people who think ".hat 
philosophers spend their lime in the dis- 
cussion of subjects which arc not direct- 
ly connected with practicn! life, would 
have received a shock: to their opinions 
iiad they attended ■•\t:- meeting of lite 
meeting of the Philosophical Society 
'ast night. Dcpartiog from the usual 
order of things, the executive of the 
society carried out '••heir intention of 
hiving a paper on soicc aspect of polit- 
ical life, and with (that aim in view they 
n-ked Professor Smith of the Faculty 
of Law to speak on some point of the 
constitutional life in Canada and the 
United States. 

Prof. Smith opened 'his remarks with 
a dciâinition of what democracy was 
and then proccded to discuss the whole 
question of democracy in Canada and 
the United States. 

In speaking about, the latter country, 
Prof. Smith started with the fundamen- 
tal ideas which had (been in the minds 
of the firs': democratic leaders in that 
country. He quoted some opinions from 
"The Federal" which had appeared in 
that paper in 1787. In tihese papers both. 
Madison and Hamilton pointed out 
distinctly that- the United Spates' under 
the constitution which they were try- 
ing to introduce, would never become a 
democratic country in >'.!hc true sense of 
the words. It was to toe a republic. 
They tried with .all the means in their 
power to prevent the rule of the coun- 
try from coming tinder the sway of the 
majority and stated . this principle in 
•heir papers. 

T.he speaker then outlined the man- 
ner in which the president of the United 
States was elected and showed that it 
was in him that '.'.he true executive of 
the country lay. For the four years 
during which he held ounce, he was lit- 
erally a monarch with .powers which 
were far in excess of those which had 
hcen held by any English king since 
'he days of Henry VIII. The cabinet 
were chosen by him but did not in any 
way form a body of colleagues; on the 
-•titer hand they were merely subordi- 
nates and had ito conform to anything 
which he wanted. The United States 
was, to quote the actual words of Prof. 
Smith, "the greatest and in fact the 
only monarchy existing in the civilize! 
world, because it is a monarchy with- 
out responsibility, one which did not in 
any way have to render an account of 
its stewardship." This manner of 
choosing the cabinet is. however, a very 
strong one in many respects, principally 
because the president did no 1 ', have to 
confine his choice to members of the 
legislature. This has the oifect of 
raising the cabinet, in theory at all evc- 
cnts, above the ebb and low of the tides 
>f parly strife. 

In Canada, on the other hand, we do 
'tot choose the executive as is the lcgis- 
'ature who 'choose their own executive;

(Conclusion.) 

The fourth department — that of Gen- 
eral Information and Welfare — consti- 
tutes a clearing house lor all reason- 
able inquiries of the people of the state 
may receive considération. This depart- 
ment also assumes the duty of dissem- 
inating methodically such information as 
is of general service to the well-being, 
prosperity and progress -of. a people. Tile 
results of government bureaux and com- 
missions too often buried in voluminous 
reports not accessible to the public, are, 
through the service of this department, 
pull into a form which makes llicm 'nore 
serviceable to the general public an.' 
more readily available. V.or is this \yorK 
limited to those subjects usually thought 
of in connection with a University. A 
real extension service holds before it the 
idea thai' its purpose is lo serve all tin 
people. So it is nut surprising to find 
among the bulletins which may be hat' 
on application, the proceedings of the 
last meeting of the Baker's Institute at 
which experts discussed methods of 
raising the standard of litis craft. 

A great many Universities carrying un 
extension work do it without charge :., 
lliOSC to whom the service is rendered 
but in many i> hers it is uidgctl wiser to 
charge a small fee. In any ease, the gen- 
eral rule of the University is education 
- oi.ishv vbgfc vbgk bgk bg mfwy mf.v 
at less than cost, and the charge 
is in no case high enough to 
limit the number of those who desire to 
use the service. 

The beginning of some of these ways 
of carrying the University to the people 
may be found in our own University 
The possibilities of others are within our 
reach. Much worth-while work in Ihe 
way of short courses and lectures ha? 
hecn and is still being done by member 
if the faculty, who ungrudgingly add 
'hese duties to their regular teaching 
work. The farmer's course, the social 
service course, are all good instances o' 
'his special form of extension work. The 

\gricultural College carries on valuable 
vocational extension work for the rural 

"mmunitie.. Much good work is also 
done, by lectures delivered at various 
points through! the province.

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THE TYRANNY OF THE MEDIOCRE.

One of the obvious and unavoidable drawbacks of an all-per- 
vading spirit of Democracy is the vast, stolid and sphinx-like 
tyranny of the mediocre. Bobbie Burns used to delight in chant- 
ing the praise of the ineffable worth and goodness of the common 
man, and if there was one thing that Burns did not possess it was 
mediocrity. 

The university, the ideal university at least, aims at turning 
out for the general service of mankind as large a number as possible 
of people who arc quite distinctly above the herd-average, and so 
the university, that dares to profess this aim, is severely disapproved 
of by the crowd, which stops its monotonous, cud-chewing existence 
ng enough to mutter gloomily, about "snobbery" and "hrgh- 
browism." 

There should be a closer union between town and gown, we are 
told, and this generally means that the wearers of the gown arc to 
. crawl down the hill on their knees to feed sugar-plums of faddism 
to the herd, and teach them what the)' want, whether or not they 
are possessed of the requisite mentality for the assimilation of any 
sort of knowledge. Of course there should be a very close union be- 
tween town and gown ; the ideal University is by no means an air- 
castle built upon clouds of indifference and aloofness, but it is never- 
theless an institution to be approached by the uninitiated with a due 
sense of difference. The town must come to the gown for guidance, 
and not the gown to the town, and it is only in this way that our 
centres of higher education may hope to make any headway against 
the foetid atmosphere of self-satisfaction and grossness that is mak- 
ing such a bid for the control of our future civilization. 

On every side there are fresh evidences of the ever-increasing 
tyranny of the mediocre. The most prominent "best-seller" of the 
past year or so have been painstaking studies of the mediocre 
couched in a staccato sort of journalese, which is most offensive 
to the ear. The new Art is mediocre. It is becoming fashionable 
.. to be comfortably ignorant of the things that are worth while. Ris- 
ing out of this dead sea of incffectualness we hear the yelpings 
against higher education. Let us keep our universities as a lamp 
rather than as a door-mat for the crowd. 

"A man's a man for a' that," sang Burns. True, but the mere 
possession of virility is not an all-suffering virtue in itself.

A short time ago, it was rumored th':a 
number of student activities would 
. ivc to be curtailed, owing to tlic loss 
if a considerable sum of money on the 
publication of the McGiU Song Book, 
"•uinor also had it, that the publication 
'-nd been handled in an unbusinesslike 
winter, that a number of missing copies 
Sad been reported to the Council as 
being "Somewhere in France" etc. etc.. 
\o official statement has yet been made 
affirming or denying thcyc rumors. The 
report of a Council meeting in the Dai- 
'y of Jan. 10th, states that a Commit- 
'cc was appointed to organize the sale 
vf Song Books. A day or Hwo later a 
'ending article discussed the value of the 
Song Book, commended the work of the 
: ong Book Committee, regretted the 
'-lay in publication, and, in short, told 
Mhing'of the actual state of affairs. 
Last Monday, the publication of the 
'ï-ïily ceased. The cryptic statement 
<f the Council Secretary, posl'ed in the 
•irious buildings, contained no inform 
•tion. Humors rapidly spread,— many o 
hem exaggerated and unfounded ir 
'act. A meeting of the Student Soc< 
Otjj would have cleared the air and stor> 
•cd the criRicism, but it did not takr 
''".ce. When the Daily reappeared o- 
^riday, everyone looked for a com 
Mete and detailed statement. Unfortu 
natcly, they were disappointed. A lette 
from Mr. Macklaier, immediately under 
the sl'.atcment,— "The Daily is not re 
sponsible for tlic sentiments, etc." con 
tained but little definite information, ex- 
cept thait "flic Daily is clear of debit," 
and that "regrettable incidents have oc- 
curred in the advertising administra 
tion." 

No w. Sir, these two un fortunate in- 
cidents are not mentioned with the ob 
ject Of "knocking" the Executive Coun 
cil. Undoubtedly these difficult situa^ 
tions have been mat and handled to the 
best possible advantage. I simply wish 
to point out that, unless the student 
body is thoroughly informed on such 
affairs, future Councils will be unable 
to benefit from Ithc experience of the. 
present Council, when similar situations 
arise. Further, I believe that, if the 
student body know more of the diffi- 
culties in the way of the Council, there 
would be far better interest taken 
stud en t yaf fairs, and more appreciation 
shown^'trf executive work. 

Three arguments may be advanced 
against the above Statements,— 'first, that 
everything is explained in detail at the 
two regular meetings of the Students 
Society— second, that it is frequenitly

Reports containing 
mportant information now laid before 
the Society for tlic first time, arc read 
and accepted before the significance of 
the contents is appreciated. The se- 
cond argument certainly applies in a iew 
cases,-4)ut very few.

•natters of policy, either by a meeting.

Til conclusion, Sir, T would like to

(1) Active election campaigns,— the 
andidates choosing a definite policy, 
ml addressing meetings of the stu- 
lents.

(2) The publishing of complete and 
letailed reports of the Council Mect-

Oxford undergraduates arc probab- 
ly aware of the fact that an ice hockey 
team representing this university tour- 
ed Belgium and Switzerland during 
the Christmas vacation and met the 
best teams that those countries could 
produce. To say that the tour was 
a success is hardly adequate. 1 1 was 
more than that, it was a veritable 
triumph. In the six games played 
"les Dark Blues," as the continental 
papers were wont to call them, scored 
eighty-seven goals to their opponents' 
two. 

The . campaign opened on the 13th, 
of December, when the Belgian na- 
tional team was defeated at Antwerp 
by the score of five to one before a 
large and very enthusiastic crowd. 
Oxford, though this was only their 
second time ou ice, scored a clean-cut 
victory, and were acclaimed by the 
Belgians as the fastest team that had 
been seen in Belgium since the Cana- 
dians beat the Americans in the finals 
of the Olympic ice-hockey games in 
1920. 

A long and rather unpleasant jytnp 
was made to Murren, in the Bernese 
Obcrland, where Cambridge was met 
on the 22nd. The meeting was brief, 
decisive, and. for Cambridge, disas- 
trous; for when the smoke of battle, 
had cleared away and the referee, with 
the assistance of an adding machine, 
had been able to compute the score, 
it was found that Oxford had scored 
twenty-seven times (that surely must 
be a world's record), while Cambridge 
had not succeeded in getting any past 
Taylor, the Oxford captain. 

After Christmas the third contest 
took place, this time against the Swiss 
national team, who were beaten after 
a good game by nine goals to nothing. 
The Oxford team was the same as 
that which had met Cambridge, and 
though the opposition was much 
stiffcr, it rose to the occasion and 
left no shadow of doubt as to which 
was the better team. The Swiss were 
fast and showed considerable skating 
ability, but were obviously inferior in 
-hooting, stick-handling and in team 
play. 

On New Years* day, in spite of a 
hilarious welcome to 1922 the night 
before, it was found possible to move 
to Chateau d'Ocx where, on very soft 
ice and under unfavorable weather 
conditions, a Swiss team was defeat- 
ed eleven to one. A match had also 
been arranged at Gstaad for the next 
day.-.'.bhl weather conditions made it 
impossible. 

From Gstaad the march across the 
Alps to St. Moritz commenced. Here 
"the last ten days of the tour were 
spent. On the 8th of January the 
fastest and best game of the six took 
place against the St. Xloriu team, who 
had previously won the Swiss chant 
piouship and had also beaten Cam 
bridge. Practically all the inhabitants 
of the place turned out to sec Oxford 
win by the score of thirteen to nil. A 
game against Davos the next Friday 
which was won by the decisive score 
of twenty^two to nil, completed a very 
ettccessful; itinerary.

Dr. Josef Strzygowski, professor of 
the. History of Art. University of 
Vienna, will lecture to the Archaeolog- 
ical Society of Montreal on March 
it 8.30 p.m.. in the Chemistry build- 
ing, Mc.Giil T'nivcrsity. The subject 
of his lecture is "Iranian Landscape 
and Northern Art." 

Professor Strzygowski is a scholar 
international reputation and one 
ot the greatest living authorities on 
cariy Christian art. The work by 
which be is best knowiï in America 
'Orient Oder Rom." It is, how- 
ever, in a long series of later books 
(beginning about 1903) that Strzygow- 
ski's chief contributions have been 
made. The scries reaches its climax 
in the recent great work on the archi- 
tecture of Afitttilia. All' his publica- 
tions owe their importance to 'the fact 
that they are pioneer investigations in 
* new field. They have led to a new 
theory that the development of west- 
ern art has been conditioned in its 
irions stages by different influences, 
trom the Fast. They have also led 
to a new method of study, compara- 
tive and systematic, to the elaboration 
of which Strzygowski is now giving 
his attention. 

The conditions at a European uni- 
versity (where the ' cmpMiasis is laid 
as much 'upon *t1te increase as upon 
the diffi'tsiéii'SAKiôwtédgc) m&l(é<- pos- 
sible « scholarlyliproductivity quite un- 
known to Canadians. In 191S, for in- 
stance, a year which could not have 
been especially propitious at Vienna, 
Strzygowski published a large two- 
volume book of over a thousand 
pages. It is said of him that he be- 
gins work regularly at 4 o'clock in 
the morning and spends all hi:j vaca- 
tions in profitable travel. He has 
rceived honors from almost every 
country ini .£urojM>.->«tiid on.,tht- occa- 
sion of his 60th birthday,. March 7th 
of this year, be will be presented with 
a "Festschrift," to which contributions 
will be made by leading 'scholars of 
over a dozen countries. 

It is not often that the Archaeolog- 
ical Society has been honored by a 
lecture from a man of Dr. Strzygow- 
sfci's attainments.' Students and mem- 
bers of the staff at McGill arc invited 
to be present. At the aboye meeting 
the new president! of the society, Dr 
Gordon J. I.aing, will preside.

ASCETICISM IN INDIA 



"Ascetic practises may have drawn 
Hindus and Mohammedans together 
to some extent," said Dr. tiniest S. 
Bates, head of the rhetoric depart 
ment, in commenting on Kanslii Ram's 
views of asceticism in India, "but that 
the spirit of nationalism is an out- 
growth of asceticism per se I serious- 
ly question." In explanation he said 
the tendency of asceticism was to 
ward individualism — the saving of the 
individual soul — rather than toward 
group movement. 

"Asceticism has been a doctrine of 
India for centuries. Obviously, then 
the nationalistic activity of the last 
25 years may be attributed to other 
circumstances, such as the spread of 
education, the introduction of western 
spirit, and the greater political liber 
ty now allowed by the English." 

Ascetic Practises Used. 

Professor Eldon -Griffin of the his 
tory department, who has spent sev- 
eral years . in the Orient, also believes 
that the nationalistic movement has 
not grown out of asceticism. He said 
however: 

"The nationalist leader Grandhi, 
Hindu, employed ascetic practices to 
win over his Mohammedan assistants 
in his non-cooperation program. 
• -"Mr. Ram . is quite correct in em- 
pnasizing"the important influence of 
asceticisnl-:>pn the minds of the peo- 
ple of India. 1 should say that the 
political importance of this social 
practice is as a form of appeal rather 
than an end in itself. Only by get 
ting the viewpoint of the oriental 
mind," asserted Mr. Griffin, "can we 
sympathetically understand such so 
cial phenomena among Asiatic peo 
pics." 

Several Decades Old 

• The nationalist spirit dates back 
scyjral decades, after the British took 
over the governing of India from the 
British East India company, acced- 
ing to Professor Griffin. In the re 
cent movement he believes that by 
associating common traditional relig- 
ious practices with the nationalistic 
policies, leaders have gained much 
support, both with the Hindus and the 
Mohammedans. 

As to the spread of the non-cooper- 
ation program used by India to mes: 
the use of force, Mr. Griffin said: 

"Korea is taking up the policy in 
her relations with Japan, and China 
has long absorbed invaders in the 
same way."

There are doubtless many courses 
iii the University curricula that 
might be improved as a result of in- 
telligent student criticism. In fact, 
many instructors have made a prac- 
tice of calling upon their classes to 
comment on the subject matter and 
methods of teaching in their courses, 
in connection with the final exam- 
inations. Students who come to the 
University have one major and con- 
tinuing purpose, that of acquiring a 
college education, and gradually dur- 
ing their four years here, they build 
up standards of whaj they may ex- 
pect to derive from a course in 
which they register. Consequently, 
when a course does not measure tip 
to the standards of what they, as a 
class, expect of it, they should be 
free in asking revision. If a class 
feels that the work they are doing 
in a course is of high school calibre, 
or involves preparation which was 
not required of them for registration, 
they have a right to feel that they 
arc being wronged. They have a 
right to protest they arc not getting 
value. ' 

The value of student criticism of 
courses has been enhanced by the 
fact that the teaching staff includes 
many graduate assistants. When a 
senior or a graduate student enrolls 
in a course in which he may be 
graded in whole or hi part by some 
instructor or assistant who has ac- 
quired his degree but lately, he may 
have valuable suggestions to make 
in regard to the conduct or the 
course. Yet he will be slow to give 
his criticism to 'the instructor in 
charge, for fear that his credit may 



be denied, or his grade reduced. But 
if he presents his criticism to the 
head of the department. • he will avoid 
this possible injury.

Student boycotts, or organized | in March, 
class cutting or refusal to do the 
work assigned will only bring disci- 
plinary action necessary to preserve 
the orderly management of'thc uni- 
versity. 

Xcvcrtheless, where a course ap- 
pears to he incompetently conduct- 
ed, nothing will have a greater in- 
llttcncc toward instituting necessary 
improvements than an organized 
protest resulting in a complaint to 
those who are responsible for the 
conduct of the course. Students 
need have little fear that a criticism 
that has been seriously conceived 
will not gain serious consideration. 
The administrative heads can not 
find it profitable to ignore student 
criticism which has been carefully 
founded. 

It is unfortunate that the university 
employs graduate assistants to take 
charge of scores of preliminary 
courses. It is unfortunate that up- 
per-classmen, most of all,- should have 
to register for courses under instruc- 
tors who were but lately undergrad- 
uates. ■ ., . - 

However, such the system is, and 
it devolves uppn the students to give 
their best efforts to make the most 
possible out of it. The most can not 
be made out of it as long as students 
keep their regrets buried in the fur- 
rows of thoir minds; it will he made 
rather when they give their sugges- 
tions and their criticisms, and make 
a serious effort toward having the 
curricula strengthened.— The Daily

tervened, and. supplicated his Lordship 
to be lenient with Dillon & Long, who 
after all were frail and weak creatures 
and would rcpcir: from their errors as' 
they matured.. 

Justice Wampun was touched by this 
intercession .and caused the reprimand 
in absentia to be put on record, but 
he refrained from any t'urther chastise- 
ment of the dclinqueni: firm. 



DEMOCRACY IN THE 
U. S AND CANADA 

(Continued from Page 1.) 
Thi> is really committee government 
and it places the Prime Minister inoie 
011 \he level of the other members of 
the cabinet, making him in effect, the 
chairman of a board of governors. 

As to the question of responsibility, 
in Canada the government was always 
asked questions as to why and where 
for they did anything. Their term of of- 
•ficc was very uncertain and 'the choice 
of the cabinet was restricted to a very 
narrow circle. There is one great ad.î 
vantage to this somewhat narrow selec- 
tion, howcver t and that is that 
brought the members of the cabinet into 
oloser contact with the legislature which 
prevented any occurence of the type of 
quarrel which so marked the period in 
American hisiory immediately following 
the assassination of Lincoln. 

In the United States the first duty of 
the legislature is what ins name suggests 
and it concerns itself primarily with 
passing acts. It is not bound up with 
discussing and losing time over small- 
er and less important question which 
wc somo:imes see in other countries. In 
Canada their first : duty is to support the 
government and if they fail in this the 
whole party soon finds itsci: nut of 
power. In short, the original i iea which 
had so bitterly been fought out in the 
troublesome times of the 17th Century 
had gradually reverted back to what the 
reformers had tried to abolish. The 
Legislature had won out in their 
struggle with the Crown but in the end 
the executive nad won back their power 
arid now they were the' true upholders of 
thu government. 

Prof. Smith pointed out very clearly 
that it was very hard to tell exactly how 
much in aoitiàl practice, the attitude of 
■the government coincided with the feel- 
ings and wishes of the people. The whole 
system in both countries showed that 
the people were afraid to trust in the 
legislature and were doing all in 'their 
power to prevent any excess of author- 
ity form falling into the hands of the 
party in power. 

The tendency of all so-called democra- 
tic governments is to tire the mass of 
the people wi.'h elections and thus, when 
interest had been lost the government 
would sooii cease' to deserve the name 
of democratic at all. 

The whole foundation on which any 
democratic government rests, concluded 
the speaker, is freedom of speech and 
opinion. This sounds easy in theory but 
it is very seldom carried out in practice. 
We are apt to permit freedom of speech 
as long as the ideas which arc stated 
coincide with our own. When they begin 
to differ we commence to object to such 
liberty. People who speak nonsense 
should not lie rigorously suppressed but 
the only way to meet their attacks was 
to put truth against untruth and sense 
against nonsense. 

After Prof: Smfch concluded, a gen 
eral and lively discussion took place in 
which all those present participated, and 
the meeting, after passing a hearty vote 
of thanks to Prof. Smith, adourncd at 
10.10, having snent a very profitable and 
interestHig evening.

There are two featuring items on the 
programme which the Princess Theatre 
is offering to Montrealers this week. 
The foremost is Henry San'.ry and his 
Symphonic Orclvestra.
